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WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 



1 . A niethod of accessing one or more remote locations on a network by 
scanning an opticaicode, comprising the steps of: 

- provioing a first computer disposed on the network, the first computer 
connected to a scanner for scanning the optical code of a product by a user, the scanner 
uniquely identified with a scanner distributor by a scanner identification number; 

accessing a second cOyfUputer disposed on the network in response to the 



user scanning the optical code wit 

performing a lo^ 
scanner identification number with 



\canner; 

(ion at the second computer to match the 
10 scanner identification number with ;he sadder distributor to obtain remote routing 
information of the one or more remote locations; 

returning the remote routing infonnation firom the second computer to the 
computer at the first computer in order to access tr^ one or more remote locations 
disposed on the network; and 
1 5 accessing the one or more remote locatio'hs according to the remote 

routing information to retum remote infonnation to the first^computer for presentation to the 
user. 



2. The method of Claim 1, wherein the step of accessing the one or more 
remote locations includes accessing a scanner distributor node, an adveijiser node, and an 
E-commerce node. 
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3. lii^ method of Claim 1, wherein the step of accessing further comprises 
the steps of, 

returning product information of the product from an advertiser node, 
distributor informationWthe seamier distributor from a seamier distributor node, and E- 
commerce information from an E-commerce node, and 

framing th^istributor information, product information, and E-commerce 
information in a browser wikw of the first computer for presentation to the user. 

4. The method of Cl^m 1, wherein in response to receiving seamier data 
from the seamier, a seamier interfa\operatiyely comiected to the first computer converts 
seamier data and generates routing in\mi/io\i for transmission to the second computer.

6. The method ofClaiml, wherein a s»^er interface connected to the 
seamier outputs a control code to the first computer i^esponse to the optical code being 
scamied, the control code activating a seamier program W first computer. 

7. The method of Claim 6. wherein the scanner pWam appends a user 
identification number to information being routed to the second Wuter. 

8. The method of Claim 7, wherein one of the one or mo)l^emote locations 

is an E-commerce node which displays information on the first comput^ased on a profile 
of the user, and which is targeted for the user, in particular. 
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9. method of Claim 1 , wherein a scanner interface connected to the 
scanner outputs a c^trol code to the first computer in response the optical code being 
scanned, the control cod§ activatifrg a scanner program on the first computer, the scanner 
program in turn inserting inT^npatioX int^ommunication software for transmission to the 
second computer. 

1 0. The method of ilaim 1 , wheretn^he network is a global communication 
network. 
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11. A system for accessing one or more remote locations on a network by 
scanning an optical code, comprising: 

a first computer disposed on the network, said first computer connected to 
a scanner for scanninathe optical code of a product by a user, said scanner uniquely 
. 5 identified with a scanneV distributor by a scanner identification number; and 

a second cWputer disposed on the network, and accessed in response to 
said user scanning said optical code with said' scanner; 

wherein a looKUp operation is performed at said second computer to 
match said scanner identificaticm number with said scanner distributor to obtain remote 
1 0 routing information of the one orYmiote Ipcations; 

wherein said remotg^pcmting information is returned from said second 
computer to said first computer im/oroer to access the one or more remote locations 
disposed on the network; \ 

wherein the one or more renaote locations are accessed to return remote 
15 information to said first computer for presentation to said user. 

12. The system of Claim 11, wherein me one or more remote locations include 
a scanner distributor node,, an advertiser node, and an E-commerce node. 

13. The system of Claim 11, wherein productSriformation is returned from an 
advertiser node, distributor information is returned from a oistributor node, and E- 
commerce information is returned from an E-commerce node.\ 

14. The system of Claim 13, wherein said product inforaiation, distributor 
information, and E-commerce information is framed in a browser windo\for presentation 
to said user. \ 
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1 5. ^Qie system of Claim 1 1 , wherein a seamier interface operatively connected 
to both said first computer and said scanner converts scanner data and generates routing 
information for transmission to said second computer. 

1 6. The systeb of Claim 1 5, wherein said rputing information includes said 
scanner identification number and an address of said second computer. 

17. The system of Claim 1 1, wherein a scanner interface connected to said 
scanner outputs a control code tOk said first computer in response to the optical code being 
scanned, said control code activatmg a scanner program on said first computer. 

1 8. The system of Claimf iV, wherein said scanner program appends a user 
identification number to infoniiatitm bein^ routed to said second computer. 

1 9. The system of Claim 1 8, whorein one of the one or more remote locations 
is an E-commerce node which displays inforrnation on said first computer based on a 
profile of said user, and which is targeted for satd user, in particular, 

20. The system of Claim 11, wherein a scanner interface cormected to said 
scanner outputs a control code to said first computer iikresponse to the optical code being 
scanned, said control code activating a scanner program Vi said first computer, said 
scanner program in turn inserting information into a communication program for 

5 transmission to the one or more remote locations. \^ 

21 . The system of Claim 11, wherein the network is a globakcommunication
